THE SHEEP INDUSTRY 


A New Appointment in the Live 
Stock Branch 


Two years ago the prospect of any 
extension of sheep raising in Canada 
appeared very remote. Except in 
the case of breeders of pure bred 
flocks, the prevailing attitude regard- 
ing the possibilities to be attained 
through a development of the indus- 
try was largely one of indifference 
and unconcern. Today, however, a 
very great change in point of view is 
manifested, particularly on the part 
of farmers interested only in_ the 
breeding and rearing of market sheep. 
This change has doubtless been 
brought about in the one hand by the 
increasing domestic consumption of 
mutton and lamb. On. the other 
hand, howeve~, {* has with equal cer- 
tainty been hastened and confirmed 
as a result of the investigations of 
the Sheep Commission of the prob- 
lems confronting the sheep farmer in 
this country and of the manner in 
which a decadent, but attractive bust- 
ness might be revived. 

‘The interest awakened by: the lat 
ter movement or the part of the Fed- 
eral Government , yas further 
strengthened by the suggestive lec- 
tures delivered by Mr. Ritch during 
the early months of the present year 
at meetings attended by him in the 
Maritime provinces and later at meet- 


ings attended by Messrs Ritch and 


McRae in the frovinces of Saskatch: 
ewan, Alberta and British Columbia, 
The Government is doing something 
was the appreciative comment of a 
Western sheep man, after the con- 
clusion of one of the recent lectures 
and this’ stateme@t is expressive of 
the temper of sheep growers, both in 
the East and in the West, who are 
gratified.to know that in their inter- 
ests something definite is now, being 
undertaken. 

An announcement has already bee. 
nade regnaiding int ition of ue 
Minister {n making provision for a 
special sale during the months of 
September and October next, of pure 
bred rams and grade ewes in the Mar- 
{time provinces and in British Colum- 
bia. It has been ascertained that 
these provinces have need, not only 
of selected sires, but also of female 
stock to serve as the foundation of 
grade flocks for the  produc- 
tion of marketable lambs. The 
co-operation of the Dominion Sheep 
Breeders’ Association has been secur- 
ed to assist in this work and a grant 
of $15,000.00 has been made direct to 
the Association, to be expended for 
this purpose, in accordance with cer- 
tain conditions imposed by the Min- 
ister. The responsibility for the ex- 
penditure of this grant has been de- 
legated to a special committee of the 
Association, in conjunction with the 
secretary, Mr. A. P, Westervelt, and 
the members of this committee, act- 
ing in association with officers of the 
Live Stock Branch, are at present en- 
gaged in selecting the most suitable 
centres for the holding.of the pro- 

sales. They are also. person- 
pinterviewing the farmers of these 
éteicts, with ‘the view of securing 
their interest and co-operation in con- 
Mection with the sale of the sheep. 
Subsequent to the distribution of se- 
lected breeding stock in different lo- 
calities, it is proposed that the ap- 
pointment of one or more experien- 
ced sheep men shall be arranged for 
who shall spend their time in visiting 
the farms of those to whom the sheep 
are sold, in order that the latter may 
have the benefit of competent advice 
regarding the management of their 
flocks, the care of wool, marketing 
of the clip and disposal of their lamb 
crop, As the result of this policy 
it is belleved that these centres will 
ultimately become distributing points 
for high class breeding stock and in- 
fluential agencies in bringing about 
an extension of sheep keeping in the 
different provinces,

TAINTED MONEY 


Scnolarships From Slave Money and 
Churches Founded from War 
Indemnity 


Perhaps the most valuable and most 
famous scholarships, both at Oxford 
and Cambridge, are the “Craven” 
one, The fund which every year 
supplies some of the most brilliant 
—but none too wealthy—students in 
Great Britain with the means of be 
coming great and famous in their 
special branches of learning had sure- 
ly as strange ar. origin as any of the 
kind you can find in scholarship re- 
cords. 

For when a certain Rarl of Craven 
left a large sum of money to be used 
for the release of slaves who had been 
captured by the Algerian and Bar- 
bary pirates and slave dealers, he 
could not have had the slightest idea 
that the day would soon come when 
the money would never be needed for 
such @ purpose, and when a grateful 
Parliamént would determine that, In- 
stead, the interest from the Iinvest- 
ment should be employed as means 
for furnishing the finest scholarships 
for poor atudents at the two greatest 
and oldest English universities. Yet 
that is how the “Craven Scholar- 
ships” were founded there. 

Famous Lotteries 

Many folk once had much to say 
against lotteries In ‘England, and it 
was, perhaps, not a bad thing when 
they were abolished by law. Yet it 
is well worth while. remembering that 
in their hey-day, public lotteries did 
&@ vast deal of good, as well as a vast 
deal of harm. 

And when one speculates on the _pal- 
try gambling spirit of to-day, which 
finds its outlet ‘in on attempt to win 
8 large sum »y spending a sixpence 
in making a miserable attempt to 
poetise better than somebody else, 
one cannot but think that the real 
properly-conducted lottery which 
could build a British Museum; a Wa- 
terloo Bridge, a St. Paul's was im- 
mensely better as a way of satisfying 
and yet keeping in right bounds the 
fever for gambling which seems to 
be in che blood. of so many folk. 

For the British Museum, Waterloo 
Bridge, and no small part of St. Paul's 
were erected from the proceeds of 
lotteries, public lotteries, held in these 

lands and fanctioned by Parliament. 
And what grand results they are, at 
any rate, those splendid erections, and 
how much superior to anything which 
the gambi'ng fever produces to-day! 

Present Day Examples 

Even now, in other countries, these 
State lotteries are doing big things 
in their own way, however much we 
in Britain may agree or disagree with 
them. Throughout the German Em- 
pire—and the astute Germans gener- 
ally know what they are doing in the 
money line!—public lotteries are of- 
ten adopted for the purpose of in- 
creasing State revenue. A man 
much prefers to pay $25 for a ticket 
waich may win him @ large sum that 
will make him Independent for life, 
and incidentally. e funda for 
some neces‘ary Stase-purpose, than to 
be taxed to the of $20 and see 
nothing whatever to his own benefit 
for the sum thus reluctantly paid to 
» needy Government. Last year, in 
Prussia such State lotteries gave a 
clear profit to the country of mose 
than $22,500,000; nobody grumbled at 
paying the money, several folks gain- 
ed large fortunes, and even thosé who 
were unsuccessful were really little 
more out-of-pocket than they would 
have been by paying a tax in leu 
of the profit thus made. 

Another Curlous Case 


As another curious way of a fine 
building being provided for strangely, 
we may take the ‘case of the Phill- 
potts porch of Truro Cathedral. The 
late Canon Phillpotts bought a picture 
of “Lady Hamilton” from a friend for 
$150. It turned out Inter to be a 
Romney, and wa. eventually sold for 
$16,000. Of this sum the delighted 
Canon agreed to give half as a thank- 
offering, in order to build the splen- 
did porch of the new cathedral at 
Truro, which would otherwise have 
found itself badly spoiled for want of 
money to finish this part of the struc- 
ture as it ought to have been done, 

Then, too, have we not before us 
the interesting instance of Queen 
Alexandra's gift of the annual profit 
from the sermon preached at the 
death of her dearly beloved eldest 
son—which sermon she caused to be 
published and sold ut two cents a 
copy—to tha erection of a chapel for 
the Gordon Boy’s Home at Woking? 
No less than close on $10,000 has now 
been devoted by the Queen to this 
purpose, and to-day the beautiful chap- 
e)there stands ac a monument of 
what a glorious building can arise 
from a curious origin,

Life Line Used by Mountaineers 


The ropes used by Alpine climbers 
is of special manufacture, combining 
as far as pceasible the differing qual- 
ittes of strength, flexibility and light: 
ness. Three qualities are In gen: 
eral use, being made from Sisal, Ital- 
fan and Manilla hemps respectively 
and occasionally, when cost is not a 
consideration, of silk. The latter, 
though very light and strong, is not 
30 durable as the others. That 
which finds most favor among Brit- 
ish mountaineers is known as Buck: 
ingham’s Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. MeLeish re- 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma- 
nilla, - They both had a breaking 
strain of two tons and sustained the 
weight of a twelve stone man after 
falling from a hefght of ten feet. Non- 
tountaineers have sometimes consid- 
ered this Insufficient, but it is highly 
problematical whether the human an- 
atomy could survive the sudden com:

* Cat Off From Gileichen to Calgary 


Over Five Miles Will be Saved -Cut Off Will Leave Main Line at 
& Point Between Gleiclion and Stobart—Work Will be 
Rushed on Swift Current-Bassano Short 
Line--Ralil Distance From Calgary to 
Winnipeg Will be Reduced 
47 Miles 


The Calgary Daily News-Telegram says: 

By the building of a double tracked cutoff between Gleichen and 
Sheppard, which cutoff will leave the present main line of the road at 
a point between Stobart and Gleichen, two and a half miles west of the 
latter town, the Canadian Pacific railroad aims to cut off five and four- 
tenth miles between Calgary and Gleichen, giving them practically a 
river grade along this distance, and still lessening the distance between 


Swift Current-Bassano line, and when both these lines are completed 
the C. P.R..will have cut off practically 47 miles between Winnipeg and 
Calgary, and with the lighter grades obtained will still be the shortest 
road between this city and the Manitoba capital.

STARTLING PREDICTION 
Sir William Ramsay Thinks Coal 

Miners May Soon be Unne- 

' cessary 
' Sir William’ Ramsay, the eminent 
| sclentist, in a speech at the opening 
| of the International Smoke Abatement 
| Exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, 
; Made the startling prediction that we 
| might be able in the future to do 
| Without coal miners. 

Explaining how, he pointed out that 
salt was mined by introducing water 
down the shafts of the salt mines, 
the water being pumped back in the 
shape of brine and the salt recover- 
ed by evaporation. He had carefully 
considered the coal industry from this 
Standpoint, and had seriously come 
to the conclusion that no coal need 
be burnt for ordinary purposes. ‘The 
| Ideal state of things would be to have 
the retorts in the bowels of the earth. 
What was to hinder the coal being 
| left where it was? he asked, 
| The gas might be obtained by pass- 
ing down the boring, the necessary 
air to produce partial combustion. In 
this way water-gas, which was a mix- 
ture cf carbonic oxide and hydogen, 
' could be produced, This would rise 
to the surface of its own accord and 
| could then be employed for every pur- 
pose for which coal gas is used. Sir 
| William Ramsay added that electric: 
ity might be distributed where it was 
needed at such very small cost that 
it could be used for heating. At 
present it was expensive but there 
Was no reason why in future it should 
hot cost one-hundre@h part of a pen- 
ny per unit ’ 

Later, as one of the guests of the 
Institute of Printers and Kindred 
Trades at their annual dinner, Sir 
William made the highly interesting 
Statement that he had been in com- 
munication with a certain colliery 
proprietor, who had decided to give 
him an opportunity of making the éx- 
periment he had suggested. The ex- 
periment would be on a small scale; 
but, if it proved successful, it would 
be large enough to light a candle 
which, in the words of Bishop Ridley 
would not be put out in our time.

Cutting: Treessby Wire 

A new method of felling trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20. 
Inch tree in about six minutes, is put 
ting the axeman out of business in 
the forests of Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
the tree and the heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient to burn a thin 
carbonized kerf, Which is both 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
a saw, The charcoal layer adhering 


to the trunk is extremely thin, and | 


allows the structure and any disease 
of the wood to be distinctly recog- 
nized, It enables the tree to ‘be 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods, There are mar,’ advantages 
in this method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all appar- 
atus usually required, and the machine 
can be used in close quarters not suf- 
ficient for men choppers.

CANADA NOT PLANNING DEMON. 
STRATION AT WISCONSIN FAIR 


Rumor That Dominion Immigration 
Authorities Were Arranging for a 
Great Exhibit of Canadian Pro- 
ducts at Wisconsin State Fair, is 
Flatly, Contradicted by W. J. White. 


Ottatwa, Ont.—The recent report 
from Milwaukee to the-effect that the 
Dominion immigration authorities 
were planning a great demonstration 
of Canadian products with the 90th 
Cameron Highlanders band of Win- 
nipeg to lead the procession, at the 
| Wisconsin State Fair, is flatly denied 
by W. J. White, inspector of Domin- 
jon immigration agencies in the 


The report in question states that 
to offset Wisconsin's refusal to grant 
space to a Canadian exhibit on the 
fair grounds, Canadians have deter- 
mined to organize a procession of 
horses and wagons loaded with Can- 
adian produce which would eclipse 
anything attempted in Canadian  ad- 
vertising on the other side, 

‘We have no intention of making 
ourselves obnoxious by any such 
undertaking,” said Mr, White., “As 
a matter of fact, we have not yet ap- 
plied for space at the fair and. we 
hope from past experience that when 
we do apply we will not be refused. 

“We recognize that the fair board 
has a legitimute right to refuse .us if 


instance we have mérely fixed up an 
attractive exhibit in our office. 

“We realize that a refusal Is the 
best kind of advertising we can get. 

“The report in question was based 
on the fact that the Northern Wis- 
consin Development League, which 
has alot of land for sale in the state, 
had suggested that Canada should not 
be allowéd to compete at the fair in 
advertising its lands. But so far as 
I know the fair board has had no- 
thing to do with it.”

Admiral Sir Edward Seymour said 
the only satisfactory way was for the 
Dominions across the sea to contri- 
bute money towards the maintenence 
of the imperial navy. We should 
have one imperial navy, he thought. 
In peace time it would be quite right 
that ships representing sums of mon- 
ey subscribed by the different Do- 
minions should be employed entirely 
in those Dominions but should be

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co., Grain Mer- 
chante, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, June 5th.—On the last 
day of May there were some 4hunder 
showers somewhere over the drought 
stricken parts of Kansus and Nebras- 
ka and the report of them caused al- 
most a panic in the Chicago wheat 
pit, so that on the Ist inst., although 
it was the usual short trading seasion 
of a Saturday, closing prices showed 
a decline of 2c from the previous day. 
Other United States markets dropped 
lc to 1%c. By Monday it was found 
that instead of a rainfall that should 
have broken the drought, there had 
only been local shoWers tn, isolated lo- 
calities, Heat and drying winds fol- 
lowing close on the ghowers, evapor 
ated the moisture and Iittle practical 
benefit resulted. The qmarkets have 
therefore resumed their bullish tone 


and the decline on Saturday was all 


recovered on Monday and was some- 
what added to yesterday. Today, 
however, the tone is quieter and the 
feeling somewhat nervous and prices 
have closed at about the same figure 
as on Monday, and 4c to lc under 
the prices of one week ago. On our 
Winnipeg market there has been a 
fluctuation of about %c during the 
week under the influence of the 
changes in the United States mark- 
ets, but closing prices for the future 
deliveries on our option market for 
the past three days have been practi- 
cally the same as they were a week 
ago today. From the daily reports 
received it does -not seem as if there 
had been any improvement in the 
weather in ‘Kansas and Nebraska and 
quite a lot of wheat that has been 
suffering from heat and drought, is 
now past, or getting past, the stage 
at which abundance of’rain would im- 
prove it to any extent worth conaid- 
ering. We are told of flelds of wheat 


where there 1s much of that, rain 
cannot now add much to the crop. 
‘the shortage on the crop inthe sort 
winter wheat states and tne r@juction 
that is being made in the hard wheat 
states, lays the foundation for a short 
wheat crop in the United States this 
year, unless the spring wheat turos 
out a’ bumper yield in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, At the present time 
the speculative trade Is w little tired, 
the public takes little interest in the 
speculative markets, and profession: 
al operators lack enthusiasm, waiting 
probably until further developments 
show more plainly what the future 
has in store for the market. In the 
meantime supplies of old crop wheat 
are being used up, and the statistical 
position which tor sevéral weeks dur- 
ing April and May kept steadily grow- 
ing in favor of the bear side, has this 
week turned decidedly bullish, Last 
week the world’s pments from ex- 
porting to importing countries total- 
led 9,968,000 bus againet 13,636,00 bus, 
for the previous week and 16,684,000 
bus. for the same week last year, 
The quantity on ocean passage de- 
creased for the week 3;998,000 bus. 
leaving-the aggregate quantity 66,192,- 
400 bus., compared with 68,872,000 bus, 
a@ year ago. The European visible 
supply decreased 3,440,000 bus. last 
week. compared with an increase of 
3,400,000 bus. last year and the total 
{s now 103,032,000 bus. against 97,200,- 
000 bus, a year ago. The world’s vis- 
ible supply according to Bradstreet’s 
showed last week adecrease of 5.386.- 
000, bus. against an increase of 3,134,- 
000 bus. a year ago. In the United 
States the primary receipts are now 


‘dally less than they were a year go 


and the primary shipments are larger 
and although owing t@ prices in the 
United’ States being much above an 
export level, comparatively little 
wheat and flour can be exported, the 
United States visible supply is betng 
reduced lately at a very healthy rate. 
Last week the decrease was 1,379,000 
hus. conipared with an increase of 
929,000 bus, for the same week last 


year, and the total United States vis | 


ible now is 30,847,000 bus. against 26,- 


838,000 bus. a year ago, or only 4,000,- | 


900 bus. larger.while in the middle of 
December ‘last the aggregate was 28,- 
000,000 bus. larger than it stood at 
4 year previous. While flour trade 
is still calted dull the stocks of wheat 
at Minneapolis are decreasing heavily 
and in the last few days the millers 
there have been stirred up by Du- 
iuth shippers biiying cash wheat from 
Minneapolis elevator people for ship- 
ment to millers in the eastern states. 
In connection with this phase of the 
trade it is reported that the Wash- 
burn Crosby Co., who have a large 
mill at Buffalo, -N.Y., have bought 
from Canadian dealers, a cargo of 
300,000 hus. of Manitoba 1 Northern 
which they have shipped from Fort 
William to their mill at Buffalo, either 
to be milled in-bond for export, or to 
be used for their domestic trade by 
mixing with the United States wheat. 
In.the latter case they would have to 
pay a duty of 25¢ per bushel on it, 
but the Manitoba wheat is of super- 
jor quality and the first cost of it 10¢ 
to lbc per bushel under the price of 
Duluth 1 Northern, so that for mixing 
purposes to make into flour 
for the United States domes- 
tic trade, it may be practicable at the 
present time to use the Manitoba 
Wheat to a:modergte extent in spite 
of having, the duty to pay. There is 
uothing much new In regard to grow- 
ing crops outside of the United 
States, Our own Western Canadian 
srop {gs generally supposed to be in 
a flourishing condition but in our opin- 
fon we continue to have too much 
cold and wet weather, The .low 
quality of much of the seed used, 
especially in Saskatchewan, {fs lable 
to cause considerable disappointment 
as the season advances and reveals 
the results and the weather we are 
having aggravates this condition, In 
Kastern Canada the weather has also 
been unfavorable by too much rain 
and in Ontario it is reported that a 
good deal of the winter wheat has 
been winter killed. In Europe the 
wheat crops seem to maintain about 
an average prospect. 

Our Winnipeg market has been 
quiet but firm and in the last few 
days the demand for cash wheat has 
Increased and today there was a good 
inquiry for wheat for export. The 
movement froni the country 1s lighter 
than it was and the shipments east 
from Fort William and Port Arthur 
are heavy. ‘The stocks in store at the 
‘ake store terminals are comparative- 
ly large being 7,800,000 bua, But 
three-fourths of the quantity is low 
grade wheat under three © Northern, 
High grade wheat is conspicuous by 
its scarcity there being only 199,797 
bus. of 1 Northern, and 725,031 bus.

This annojinting of Jesus by a pen- 
itent woman is recorded only by Luke. 

There is another anointing later in 

His ministry which is recorded by 

Matthew, Mark and John, but not by 

Luke, That was at Bethany, and 

Mary, the Bister of Martha, anointed 

Him for his burial, This was prob- 

ably at Nain, and the name of the 

woman ts not given. Both anoint: 
ings»Wwere in the houses of men called 

Stmon, but the one is called Sinton 

the Pharigee and the other Simon. the 


leper. In today's lesson the woman 
washed His feet with penitential tears 
them and anointed them. At Bethany 
| Mary anointed His head as wel! us 
His feet, but there {s no 1ecord of 
her washing them. They dre mant- 
festly two wholly different tucldeuts 
at different times and in diflercat 
| places, but Jesus Christ Himself ts 
the centre in each, as He ‘is 'n all 
the bible, and everywhere and at all 
times revealing God the Father. In 
our lesson He is in the house of one 
ewho knew Him not nor treated Him 
with common courtésy, as we learn 
from the words of Jesus in verses 44- 
46, “Thou gavest:me no water for my 
féet; thou gavest me no kiss; my 
head with oil thou didst-not anoint.” 
| At Bethany He was in the house of 
} those who loved him. This Phart- 
see reminds us of the one in chapter 
| xvill, 11, 12, and in verse 30 of our 
. lesson’ chapter we read that the 
| Pharisee and lawyers rejected the 
counsel of God against themselves.” 
In chapter xvi. 14, it is said that the 
| Pharisee derided Him and His teach- 
}ing. He went wherever He could do 
good and heal a sin sick soul or a 
diseased body, never thinking of Him- 
self or of His unkind treatment by 
others. He did not hesitate to touch 
the world in any form. for its good, 
but He was as separate from ‘it as 
light from darkness. He came to 
save sinners, to seek and to save

accepted. She did not send by an 
other. She rendered personal grat 
itude. She was so occupied with 
| Him that Siman’s frowns were noth: 
jing to her, There is no record of 8 
word she uttered; but, oh, how. the 
tears, the disheveled hair, the precious 
{ointment did talk for her! She had 
no thought of calling any one's atten- 
tion to her; she cared for no ine’s 
opinion, she was endeavoring to 
| thank Him. He accepte! her gra. 
itude. He looked at her. He tock 
her part. He spok2 to ter and said 
to her, “Thy sins are forvivon: they 
faith hath saved thee, go in peace,” 
(verses 48, 50). Her name we know, 
not, but it is written In heaven (Luke 
x. 20). May the joy of sins forgiven 
be a reality to us and a whole souled 
dovotion to Him be seen in our daily 
lives. Simon thought that he knew 
her, but that’ Jesus did not know her, 
whereas Jesus knew both of them 
as they did not know themselves. He 
would have saved Simon as readily as 
He did the woman ff Simon had con- 
teased himself a sinner, but there is 
neither ‘salvation nor a Saviour for 
self righteous people. He came not 
to call the righteous; those’who think 
they are righteous, but for all who 
know themselves sinners and bank:
